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Pot & the New Prez 

How will America’s 45th president handle marijuana law reform? 
Check out the views of the current crop of candidates. By Mark Miller 



Jim Webb, former US senator (VA) 

Suggests illegal substances should be 
regulated like tobacco. Webb fully sup¬ 
ports decriminalization: Speaking 
at a sheriffs’ conference in June, he 
prioritized treatment over incarcer¬ 
ation. In 2009, his drug-law reform 
commission was set to recommend 
pot legalization, until his fellow 
senators killed it.

Bernie Sanders, US senator (VT) 

On Reddit in May, Sanders endorsed 
decrim and medical pot, though he 
remains frustratingly hesitant to go all- 
in for legalization. While Sanders was 
mayor of Burlington, his police force 
minimized pot arrests. 

Lincoln Chafee, former governor (RI) 

Signed the 2012 legislation that decrim¬ 
inalized weed in Rhode Island, trans¬ 
forming a misdemeanor with potential 
jail time into a $150 fine. Chafee says 
that his position on legalizing pot will 
“evolve during the campaign.” He’s open 
to using tax revenue from legal rec¬ 
reational sales to repair the nation’s 
decaying infrastructure, once quipping: 
“Pot for potholes.” 


Hillary Clinton, former US senator 
(NY) and secretary of state 

Subscribes to the “gateway” theory that 
pot use leads to harder-drug addiction. 
Clinton insists on more research before 
she’ll fully back medical marijuana—but 
she also believes that the states serve as 
“laboratories of democracy,” which means 
she’ll observe the situation in legal-pot 
states before crafting her drug policy. 






Martin O’Malley, former governor 
(MD) 

Signed bills in 2014 to decriminalize 
weed and legalize medical marijuana in 
his state—after initially opposing medi¬ 
cal pot, calling its use “drug addiction.” 
It was a significant turnaround by a pol¬ 
itician who has long supported the War 
on Drugs—and who declared, earlier 
that same year, that he was “not much 
in favor” of marijuana law reform. 


Rand Paul, US senator (KY) 

Ardently supports cannabis law reform 
in DC. Paul fully endorses the right of 
states to legalize recreational and com¬ 
mercial use (for both marijuana and 
hemp). In June, he hosted an unprec¬ 
edented private briefing for campaign 
donors at a Colorado cannabusiness sum¬ 
mit; in July, he co-sponsored a Senate bill 
to improve access to banking services by 
legal marijuana businesses.

Rick Perry, former governor (TX) 

Says he’s personally against the use of 
pot, but has publicly backed decrim on 
multiple occasions. Perry has also been 
quoted as saying: “You don’t want to ruin 
a kid’s life for having a joint.” 

Ted Cruz, US senator (TX) 

Publicly reversed his anti-pot position last 
February at the influential Conservative 
Political Action Conference (CPAC). Cruz 
now supports the decision by voters in Col¬ 
orado and Washington State to legalize rec¬ 
reational use, despite his own personal 
disapproval of pot and his previous criti¬ 
cism of the Obama administration for not 
cracking down on commercial weed sales. 

Carly Fiorina, former CEO, 
Hewlett-Packard 

Stated in May that she would not enforce 
the federal ban on marijuana in states 
with legal herb, despite her own dis¬ 
agreement with pot use. (Fiorina turned 
down an opportunity to use medical can¬ 
nabis when battling breast cancer.) 

Bobby Jindal, governor (LA) 

Signed two cannabis-related bills in June, 
one establishing a regulatory framework 
for medical marijuana and the other soft¬ 
ening his state’s harsh pot laws. However, 
he says that legalizing recreational weed 
would be “a mistake.” 

George Pataki, former governor (NY) 

Although he opposed medical canna¬ 
bis as governor and continues to oppose 
legalization, Pataki has said that, as pres¬ 
ident, he would be “strongly inclined” to 
change federal law to ensure the protec¬ 
tion of states that have legalized either 
medical or recreational use. 

Dr. Ben Carson, author/columnist 

A groundbreaking Johns Hopkins neuro¬ 
surgeon (now retired), Carson supports 
medical cannabis, though in limited appli¬ 
cation. Even so, he completely opposes 
recreational use, regarding it as a “hedo¬ 
nistic activity” and a “gateway drug.” 
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Lindsay Graham, US senator (SC) 

Insists that cannabis law reform is “pretty 
far down my list of priorities.” Graham 
backed his state’s legalization of CBD oil, 
but voted against a 2015 Senate bill to 
increase military veterans’ access to med¬ 
ical cannabis. He also opposes the Justice 
Department’s decision not to prosecute 
state-legal pot providers. 

Mike Huckabee, former governor (AR) 

Firmly opposed to legalizing recreational 
pot, but does regard cannabis recom¬ 
mended by a doctor as a “different dis¬ 
cussion.” Huckabee is also fond of citing 
biased and discredited anti-pot studies. 

Marco Rubio, US senator (FL) 

Supports the legalization of non-psycho¬ 
active CBD, but opposed the 2014 mea¬ 
sure to legalize medical marijuana in his 
home state, which was narrowly defeated. 
Rubio also rejects any legalization of 
adult recreational use. 

Scott Walker, governor (Wl) 

Opines that states should have the right to 
decide on legalization, but won’t support it 
in Wisconsin. Walker did sign a bill allow¬ 
ing the medicinal use of CBD in 2014, but 
he also makes frequent (and idiotic) state¬ 
ments concerning the alleged dangers of pot. 


Joe Biden, US Vice President 

Good thing the Obama administration 
hasn’t considered the anti-pot views 
of Biden, who would be a step back¬ 
wards from his boss. Biden endorses the 
“gateway” theory and publicly opposes 
legalization. As senator, he voted for 
additional funds to fight the Drug War 
However, perhaps sensing the winds of 
cannabis change, while in Colorado in 
July, Biden didn’t object to taking a pic 
with a man wearing a High Times shirt! 

Jeb Bush, former governor (FL) 

Opposes both medical and recreational 
use, but told his CPAC audience that 
states should have the right to legal¬ 
ize. Even so, in 2014, Bush advised Flor¬ 
ida voters to defeat the state’s proposed 
medical marijuana measure. 

Donald Trump, businessman 

Advocated the legalization of all drugs 
in 1990, but has been singing a differ¬ 
ent tune now that he’s running for presi¬ 
dent. In February, Trump told CPAC that 
he was against legalizing marijuana—“I 
think it’s bad, and I feel strongly about 
that”—although he continues to sup¬ 
port medical pot, and also seems to 
grudgingly accept the right of states to 
legalize. 


Rick Santorum, former US senator (PA) 

Utterly opposed to legalization. Santorum 
supports federal prohibition over state law 
and seeks to maintain the War on Drugs 
with increased spending on enforcement 
and harsher penalties for offenders. 

Chris Christie, governor (NJ) 

Has actually pledged to undo all of the 
Obama administration’s (fairly mild) can- 
nabis-law reforms. As New Jersey gov¬ 
ernor, Christie deliberately obstructed 
the implementation of a voter-approved 
medical marijuana program in the state. 

John Kasich, governor (OH) 

Equates pot with heroin and calls it “a 
scourge.” “Totally opposed” to legalizing rec¬ 
reational use, but says he “probably would 
not” interfere with legal states if he became 
president. We have our doubts; Kasich 
pledges to “stomp drugs out of our country”

St. Petersburg, FL 

Despite its relative 
anonymity, Eckerd has 
consistently earned “high” 
ratings as a top stoner 
school from various 
sources, including the 
influential Princeton 
Review. Also, Florida has 
one of the lowest rates of 
on-campus drug arrests in 
America—another reason 
that Eckerd and other state 
schools routinely make the 
triple-C list. 
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Game of Drones 


A brazen airborne drug delivery 
sparked a melee at the Mansfield 
Correctional Institute in Ohio. 
According to reports, a drone flew 
over the prison’s recreation yard 
in the middle of the afternoon and 
released a package containing pot (2.3 
ounces), tobacco (over 5 ounces) and 
heroin (6.5 grams). The brawl broke 
out when an inmate who was not the 
drone’s intended target snatched the 
bundle. Guards stopped the fight by 
liberally applying pepper spray to 
the prisoners in question; officials 
discovered the drone delivery only 
upon reviewing surveillance footage 
after the fracas. The package was 
eventually discovered hidden in a 
nearby equipment room. 

Drones, which are operated 
either by on-board GPS software or 
via remote control by a user on the 
ground, present a new challenge in the 
ongoing fight to prevent contraband 
from being smuggled into prisons. 



Bible 
Studies 

While some high- 
tech smugglers 
have turned 
to remote- 
control drones 
to deliver contraband to prisoners 
(see above), Monika Marie Ryans is 
refreshingly traditional: The 24-year- 
old South Carolina woman opted 
for the old joints-hidden-in-a-Bible 
method during a recent trip to the 
Union County Detention Center. 
Unfortunately, a nosy corrections 
officer ordained that the Bible she 
asked guards to deliver to an inmate 
“didn’t look or feel right.” After X-rays 
revealed that the book contained 
“green plant material,” the binding 
was opened, revealing three joints, 
loose tobacco and a piece of paper 
on which Monika had inexplicably 
written her name. 

Ryans was found hiding in the 
prison parking lot, charged with 
furnishing drugs to prisoners and 
taken into custody herself.

The pair played a faux guessing 
game in which Stewart, as the cool stoner chick, mimed activities like 
passing a joint in a drum circle, and Eisenberg, as the ultimate square, did 
his best to ad lib answers that humorously missed the point. For example, 
when shown a picture of a joint, Eisenberg identified it as “the leg of a 
deer, bleached and on its side.” Meh. 

Even so, Stewart-who has never shied away from her love of 
cannabis-seemed to be enjoying the setup, correctly identifying a 
picture of a vaporizer and astutely remarking that simply knowing what 
one is pretty much confirms your status as a pothead.

STUDY: INDIA 
RECYCLES DRUGS 


While Indian 
authorities have 
done a very good 
job confiscating 
drugs over the past 
decade, they’ve 
been far less effec¬ 
tive at destroying 
them. According to 
the country’s first 
national drug sur¬ 
vey, India has only 
destroyed about 
30 percent of the 
illegal drugs that 
have been seized in 
the last 10 years. 

India’s Supreme 
Court ordered the 
study after a traf¬ 
ficker was acquitted 
in 2012 because the 
government was 
unable to produce 
the opium that was 
allegedly seized or 
show any record of 
it being destroyed. 

Authorities 




seized roughly 
5.1 million kilos of 
marijuana, heroin, 
opium and various 
other drugs over 
a 10-year period 
but destroyed just 
1.6 million kg. The 
whereabouts of the 
other 3.5 million 
kilos of contraband 
remain a mystery 
but the drugs likely 
circulated back to 
the black market. 


Oakland Can’t Save Harborside 

Oakland and Harborside Health Center both suffered a legal loss after a federal 
appellate court ruled that the city cannot block an attempt by the federal 
government to shut down the nation’s largest medical marijuana dispensary. 

Led by US Attorney and anti-pot crusader Melinda Haag, the Feds have been 
trying to shutter Harborside since 2012. While the Ninth US Circuit Court of 
Appeals acknowledged the financial benefits that Oakland receives from the 
dispensary’s operations—to the tune of $1.4 million in tax revenue—it ruled 
that “allowing the suit to proceed would impermissibly disrupt the [federal 
government’s] existing forfeiture framework.” 

Harborside has also challenged Haag’s forfeiture suit in court, alleging that it 
violates certain federal laws as well as the Obama administration’s official policy 
of allowing state-legal medical pot businesses to operate. However, that case has 
been on hold while the Oakland lawsuit was being settled. 

The embattled dispensary also has a property in San Jose.

Pot Doesn’t Stink 

What makes an odor offensive? 

It’s the kind of question best 
contemplated after sharing a joint 
with some friends. Fortunately, 
the Oregon State Court of Appeals 
recently decided that the smell 
of marijuana is not “inherently 
offensive.” But why was the court 
asked to rule on such an odd issue? 

Back in November 2012, cops 
obtained a warrant to search Jared 
William Lang’s apartment based on 
an officer’s claim that the aroma of 
pot therein was “physically offensive.” 
The search yielded evidence of 
criminal mischief, but Lang hied an 
appeal, arguing that the pretext for 
the search wasn’t valid. 

The appeals court got all 
philosophical (“Who determines 
whether a particular odor is 
offensive?”) before ruling in favor of 
Lang. According to the court: “We are 
not prepared to declare that the odor 
of marijuana smoke is equivalent to 
the odor of garbage. Indeed, some 
people undoubtedly hnd the scent 
pleasing.” Indeed, some people do. 


Go Canuck Yourself 

Canadian Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is digging deep into the 
prohibitionist bag of tricks in an 
attempt to score political points 
by attacking marijuana use with 
outdated propaganda. 

Although Canada legalized 
medical pot in 2001 (hve years 
before Harper took office), the prime 
minister has been hacking away at 
the idea of legalizing recreational 
weed, insisting that pot will remain 
criminalized as long as he runs the 
federal government. 

At a campaign stop this summer, 
Harper asserted that when you 
legalize, “marijuana becomes more 
readily available to children, more 
people become addicted to it, and 
health outcomes become worse.” True, 
Harper has absolutely no evidence to 
back up these claims, but who cares? 
Think of the children! They could 
already be addicted to pot right now! 

Liberal Party leader Justin 
Trudeau has previously stated that 
he would legalize cannabis if elected 
prime minister, a stance that Harper 
calls “misguided and reckless.”

California’s outdoor medical marijuana harvest, already threatened 
by a devastating drought, was further impacted this summer by the 19 
simultaneous wildfires that have ravaged the state, with a number of 
Northern Cali pot farms destroyed in their entirety. 

For example, the “Rocky Fire” near Clear Lake destroyed 70,000 acres 
of land as of late August, decimating marijuana crops. The Harborside 
Health Center in Oakland receives a quarter of its total medicine from that 
region. Purchasing manager Timothy Anderson says he “can’t remember 
[a fire] affecting our growers as much as this year.” 

Wildfires can negatively impact outdoor production even when crops 
aren’t burned. As Anderson explained, “You can’t wash a cannabis plant 
off.... The sticky resin is going to grab onto any environmental grit or 
grime from the air”-meaning that smoke damage can also ruin a crop. 

Thanks to the decline in production, most industry observers expect to 
see a significant jump in prices at dispensaries. 




Can Nicotine and Poll 
Improve Memory? 

Although the differences between smoking a 
medically efficacious substance like cannabis and 
a known carcinogen like nicotine are profound, 
the substances’ combined effect on specific region| 
of the brain are oddly complementary, according t| 
new findings, producing an extremely unique inve^ 
phenomenon. 

In a study published in the October issue of 
Behavioural Brain Research, researchers at the 
University of Texas’s Center for BrainHealth repor^ 
that individuals smoking at least 10 cigarettes a d^ 
and using pot at least four times a week showed 
a shrinkage in their brains’ hippocampi, which is 
normally associated with memory impairment. Hc^ 
these same people, undergoing both neuropsychological 
testing and magnetic-resonance imaging scans, demonstrated better 
memory performance despite the reduction in hippocampi size. Those 
who smoked only weed or cigarettes—or neither—showed no such 
improvement. 

Obviously, further testing is needed to determine the validity of these 
unusual findings, so don’t go reaching for that pack of smokes just yet.

ISIS Burns Opium to Gain Afghan Foothold 

Fighters loyal to the self-proclaimed Islamic State (ISIS) have seized substantial 
territory in Afghanistan, according to an ominous Reuters report on June 29. Wit 
nesses who fled the fighting in Nangarhar province told reporters that hundreds 
of ISIS fighters in convoys of pickup trucks mounted with machine guns seized 
several villages held by the Taliban and torched the local opium crops. “They 
burned poppy fields in Shadal village and banned shops from selling cigarettes,” 
said tribal elder Malek Jan. Taxing opium is a key source of funds for the Taliban, 
but Reuters notes that the ISIS fighters appear to have other sources of revenue. 
It’s unclear where that money is coming from, but it frees ISIS to stigmatize the 
Taliban as soft on drugs. 

The Taliban have been talking tough against these jihadi upstarts: “They are 
thieves and thugs.... We will soon clear those areas and free the villagers,” said 
Taliban spokesman Zabihullah Mujahid. But according to Haji Abdul Jan, a tribal 
elder, some in the village have welcomed ISIS: “Unlike the Taliban, they don’t 
force villagers to feed and house them. Instead, they have lots of cash in their 
pockets and spend it on food and luring young villagers to join them.” 


Mexico’s El Chapo 
Escapes—Again! 

Well, that didn’t take 
long: A massive man¬ 
hunt was announced in 
Mexico after the country’s 
most notorious drug lord 
escaped from what has 
long been considered its 
highest-security prison. 

On the night of July 
11, Joaquin “El Chapo” 
Guzman stepped into a 
shower and then through 
a secret tunnel that led 
out of Altiplano Federal 
Prison. The nearly mile- 
long escape route was 
equipped with lights, 
ventilation and even a 
“rail system,” according to 
reports, and emerged in 
a warehouse on the other 
end. The Mexican press 
has now dubbed Guzman 
the “Lord of the Tunnels.” 

Mexican President 
Enrique Pena Nieto 
said that he was “deeply 
troubled” by this “very 
unfortunate event that 
has outraged Mexican 
society.” El Chapo’s arrest 
in February 2014 was 
the crown jewel in a 
string of takedowns of 
top Mexican kingpins. 
He’d escaped from a 
high-security prison once 
before, in 2001 (that time 
in a laundry cart), and 
then implausibly eluded 
capture for over a decade 
despite a supposed 
national manhunt—lead¬ 
ing to a popular theory 
that the Mexican govern¬ 
ment and the DEA were 
protecting him and his 
Sinaloa Cartel. Now it 
seems that this ludicrous 
status quo ante has been 
restored. 

And it gets worse: 
Mexico’s Blog del Narco 
reports that the man 
believed to be El Chapo’s 
son, Ivan Archivaldo, 
announced the impending 


escape on his Twitter 
account as far back as 
May 8, tweeting: “El 
general pronto estara de 
regreso” (the general will 
soon return). But appar¬ 
ently no one among the 
Altiplano prison authori¬ 
ties thought to inspect El 
Chapo’s cell block after 
this indiscreet tweet. 

Details Emerge in 
Mexican Massacre 

Mexico’s independent 
Miguel Agustfn Pro 
Human Rights Center (or 
Centro Pro) released new 
evidence on July 2 that 
high-ranking army offi¬ 
cers issued orders to kill 
prior to a massacre con¬ 
ducted by the Mexican 


military of more than 
20 supposed narco-gang 
members in June 2014. 

The facts of the bloody 
incident at Tlatlaya in 
Mexico state have been 
disputed for over a year. 
Alleged documents from 
the 102nd Infantry Bat¬ 
talion released by Centro 
Pro read like extermi¬ 
nation orders: “Troops 
must operate at night, in 
massive form, reducing 
daytime activity, to kill 
criminals in hours of 
darkness,” reads one. The 
orders cast further doubt 
on the official story: that 
the alleged gang mem¬ 
bers died in a shoot-out 
after bring on soldiers 
during a warehouse raid. 


An investigation by the 
National Human Rights 
Commission (CNDH) 
had already established 
that as many as 15 of 
the victims were either 
unarmed or killed after 
they surrendered. The 
army continues to stand 
by its version of events. 

The CNDH report, 
released last October, 
also details a military 
cover-up regarding the 
slayings. The following 
month, federal pros¬ 
ecutors charged three 
soldiers with murder and 
seven with breach of duty 
in relation to Tlataya. 

As Centro Pro issued its 
latest explosive bndings, 
Mexico state authorities 


bled charges against 
more than half-a-dozen 
police officers, who have 
been accused of torturing 
several witnesses to the 
massacre, all of them 
women. Three of the 
seven policemen remain 
at large as we go to press. 

Another Hash 
Mega-Haul in the 
Mediterranean 

Unprecedentedly huge 
seizures of hashish con¬ 
tinue to make news along 
the Mediterranean coast. 
Spain’s Guardia Civil on 
July 1 announced that 
nearly 16 tons were found 
on a vessel intercepted 
off Malaga. The crew of 
nine—six Syrian and three 
Indian nationals—were 
all arrested. The 85-meter 
vessel, the Just Reema, 
was sailing under a 
Congolese bag when the 
Guardia, in a joint opera¬ 
tion with French and Ital¬ 
ian forces, boarded it. 

Searching the vessel at 
sea, the police found only 
a cargo of salt. But once 
the ship was brought into 
port at Malaga for a more 
thorough inspection, 
agents discovered that 
it had a double bottom 
for smuggling hashish. 
Europol estimates the 
value of the haul to be 
about €24 million ($26.5 
million). The Organized 
Crime and Corrup¬ 
tion Reporting Project 
announced in July that 
in the past two and a half 
years, European police 
have seized 22 ships in 
the Mediterranean car¬ 
rying up to 30 tons of 
hashish each. ^

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The Wright Stuff 

The Las Vegas rapper enjoys The Growing Process that his mom seeded. By Chris Parker 



"Man, I smoked and shit changed... I switched 
my name to Dizzy Wright, got in, started doing 
shows, got signed and started dropping 
projects. Since then, I have not stopped once." 


To hear Dizzy Wright tell it, 
his mother always knew he’d 
be a great rapper—or maybe 
that was just part of the plan. 
Like the stereotypical showbiz 
mom, she’d take Wright and 
his brother around to perform 
as kids and even ghostwrite 
their raps. And now that 
he’s broken through with his 
heady-smooth, old-school- 
biting second album, The 
Growing Process, she couldn’t 
be more excited. 

“My mom is hilarious,” 
Wright says. “She is hands 
down my number-one fan.” 

But their relationship has 
had its ups and downs. “My 
mom wanted me to be posi¬ 
tive, and there were certain 
things she didn’t want me 
talking about,” Wright recalls. 
“But those things were in my 
face; that was real life to me. 

I wanted to be able to express 
myself a little more than she 
was letting me. It was making 
me not want to be positive 
at all—it was literally doing 
the opposite for me!” he adds 
with a laugh. “But then you 
start growing up and you real¬ 
ize how crazy you sound.” 

Nowadays, Wright is on 
the deep tip, following a jazzy 
groove that recalls ’90s acts 
like A Tribe Called Quest and 
Digable Planets. That spirit is 
captured on The Growing Pro¬ 
cess by tracks like the uplift¬ 
ing “Kill ’em With Kindness,” 
the gently swerving “Train 
Your Mind,” and the funky 
party tune “Good Vibes.” 

There was a period when 
Dizzy enjoyed the thrill of 
writing a booty jam and see¬ 
ing its impact—until he real¬ 
ized that’s what everyone in 
Vegas was doing, and why no 
one got out. So he returned to 
his old style, but kept some of 
the newfound panache. 

“I needed to keep that 
party side to me,” he says. 
“When I perform, I have a lot 


of personality—I smile a lot, 
and I just get it from being in 
that environment. So I took 
a lot from it and just had to 
mash it all together.” 

Ironically, although 
Wright’s a serious toker who 
christened his 2012 debut 
SmokeOut Conversations, he 
was late arriving to the party. 
In fact, he never even tried 
marijuana until he was nearly 
20, because he knew a bunch 
of people who smoked weed 
in high school, and “none of 
them graduated—literally. 
Like, school wasn’t for none 
of them.” 

That summer, Wright 


was going to be a father. He 
remembers driving around 
Vegas in a Cadillac with¬ 
out air conditioning, sweat¬ 
ing about the music game, his 
looming responsibilities and 
the drama with the mother 
of his baby’s momma, who 
had naturally interjected her¬ 
self into things. It got so tense 
that his girl flipped on him, 


and they were at each other’s 
Ihroat for a time. 

“It was so crazy, I started 
Jmoking blacks—I literally 
just needed something to 
falm my nerves,” Wright con¬ 
fesses. “The little things in life 
|§ot me aggressive and frus¬ 
trated, so I started smok¬ 
ing the blacks, and my boy 
jMoskie told me straight up, 
|Bro, those stogies the shit 
jihat will kill you.’” 

His friend Moskie Moe, the 
Jiip-hop artist who doubles 
as his hype man, told him to 
Jmoke weed instead. Wright 
tvas hesitant: “I don’t want 
to be faced,” he objected. But 
Moskie let him know that 
there was such a thing as a 
Irigh-functioning stoner, and 
It transformed his life. 

“He was like, ‘Listen, bro, 
trust me’—and, man, I smoked 
and shit changed. I told my 
|baby’s momma, ‘You know 
tvhat, fuck you—let me get 
jmy life together.’ Since then, I 
twitched my name [La'Reonte 
fVright] to Dizzy Wright, got 
fn, started doing shows, got 
signed and started dropping 
projects. Since then, I have 
not stopped once.” 

In the five years since he 
started smoking, Wright 
has released two full-length 
albums, four EPs and seven 
mixtapes. Who says that 
stoners spend their days 
couch-locked? 

“That’s why I smoke all the 
time,” Wright says. “I remem¬ 
ber my manager trying to fig¬ 
ure out if it was a problem. I 
had to laugh at him. I’m like, 
‘Nah, man, this is how I enter¬ 
tain thoughts.’” ^ 



He Likes It Raw 

In July, Wright received the first batch of his name¬ 
sake strain, Dizzy OG. “It's Crown OG mixed with 
King Louie, both indicas crossbred. I'm hoping for 
strongness,” Wright says. He likes Raw papers: “I 
literally just learned how to roll a joint this year.”

In his introduction to How to Write About Music, 
Marc Woodworth surgically slices apart that oaf¬ 
ish cliche about how “writing about music is like 
dancing about architecture.” He does so not in a 
mean-spirited way, but in a manner that allows 

the meaning of the phrase more 
surface area and possibility. He 
inverts the idea so that the state¬ 
ment is no longer a dismissive 
slight, but an aspirational model 
of music journalism. Woodworth 
goes on to say, “It’s precisely in 
that gap between arts that the 
possibility of making some¬ 
thing worthwhile might best 
be realized.”

After graduating from the 

Culinary Institute of Amer¬ 
ica, chef Payton Curry opened 
a string of restaurants and hit 
it big in 2012 with the Brat 
Haus, a beer-and-sausage joint 
in Scottsdale, AZ. Steeped in 
farm-to-table ideals and a do- 
it-yourself attitude, Curry 
researched the health bene¬ 
fits of medical marijuana and 
decided to offer his culinary 
expertise to Arizona patients 
in need of nutritious canna¬ 
bis-infused edibles, launching 
MarijuanaRecipes.com. 


Curry now works with some 
40 families as a personal chef, 
custom edibles-maker and 
nutritional consultant. “It’s 
not about getting high all the 
time,” he points out, describ¬ 
ing his work with a young boy 
with epilepsy and autism who 
was previously self-injurious, 
but now plays with Legos. “It’s 
rewarding to see these chil¬ 
dren getting healthier.” 

But his demanding sched¬ 
ule doesn’t mean he’s all work 
and no play, as seen in this 
recipe for an intoxicating bev¬ 
erage that’s “dessert in a glass,” 
according to Curry. “People 
who come to my holiday party 
know what to expect,” he adds. 
“We’ve got Santa Kush passing 
out joints!” 

The drink’s richness makes 
it tough to overdo it, but you 
should know your limits: This 
is a nog to use responsibly! “I 
like to use high-CBD strains 
when combining with alco¬ 
hol,” Curry notes. “It’s like a 
hangover cure that balances 
out the bourbon.” Also, use 
locally sourced organic eggs, 
since they’re being consumed 
raw—and if you have a com¬ 
promised immune system, use 
pasteurized ones instead. ^ 


EGG NUG 


6 egg yolks 

3/4 cup Honey Buzz, 

warmed (recipe follows) 

2 cups half-and-half

Growing up, we were often told that 
Michigan was America’s best state. People 
worked hard. We made cars for America. 
We had the best sports teams. And we had 
the gorgeous Great Lakes surrounding us. I 
had no argument with our primacy. 

For decades, Michigan’s economy 
depended on the auto industry. But in the 
1970s and ’80s, the industry downsized 
and shifted to other parts of the country. In 
1975, there were approximately 100,000 
auto-industry jobs in Wayne County, where 
Detroit is located; these days, that number 
has dwindled to approximately 25,000, 
with only 10,000 jobs left in Detroit itself. 

Ever since, Michigan has sought ways to 
diversify its economy. So why not cannabis 


agriculture and the commerce it generates? 

Michigan legalized medical marijuana 
in 2008, with a whopping 63 percent of 
voters in support. For a short time, the 
dispensary scene flourished, but in 2011 
the state appeals court ruled that the sale 
of medical marijuana isn’t protected under 
the law. The Michigan Supreme Court 
has issued nine rulings-often in frustra¬ 
tion-most recently stating in July that 
“the many inconsistencies in the law have 
caused confusion for medical marijuana 
caregivers and patients, law enforcement, 
attorneys and judges and have consumed 
valuable public and private resources to 
interpret and apply it.” 

In the past four years, only a few 
dispensaries, located in sympathetic 
municipalities, have remained open. But 
state activists have never wavered in their 
pursuit of the real goal: total legalization.

12 mature plants and an unlimited number 
of immature ones. 

Another initiative, backed by the Michi¬ 
gan Cannabis Coalition, put no real limits 
on possession, but allows municipalities 
to ban home grows. Both initiatives need 
over 250,000 signatures to qualify for the 
ballot—and polls indicate that voter sup¬ 
port for legalization exceeds 50 percent. 

So when the Auto City Speedway in Clio 
opened its gates for the High Times Medi¬ 
cal Cannabis Cup, the ultimate prize was on 
everyone’s mind: The weekend’s seminars 
were dominated by the state’s top mari¬ 
juana law reform activists, and signature 
gatherers were out in force. 

What makes the Cannabis Cup special 
is the fact that attendees, at least for a 
short while, can experience the flavor of 
freedom. As support for legalization grows,

The thought of Cup-goers 
openly ingesting cannabis seems to frighten 
many politicians. Yet Oktoberfests are ubiqui¬ 
tous, and wine-country tours—with a whole lot 
of “tasting” going on—are vigorously promot¬ 
ed by the alcohol industry. To be blunt, these 
contradictions drive everyone in the cannabis 
community fucking crazy! Fortunately, the 
Cannabis Cup gives us a glimmer of a future 
free of persecution. 

On the Michigan Cup’s first day, over 6,000 
people came flocking to the medication 
area-the converted Speedway racetrack- 
where 200-plus vendors awaited with booths 
offering dabs, buds, glassware, stoner apparel, 
dispensary info, grow gear and every item of 
canna-consumerism that our rising industry 
has to offer. An all-day music stage rocked the 
crowd, and circus performers wowed weed 
smokers with acts of derring-do, including fire¬ 
eating and aerial-silk artistry. At the Saturday 
night concert, Iration’s warm reggae vibes 
ended the Cup’s first day on an extra-high 
note. 

Sunday dawned with the threat of thunder¬ 
storms in the afternoon. The day grew grayer 
by the hour, but only a few distant rumbles of 
thunder were heard. Sadly, around 4:20, the 
skies did open up, and rain soaked the Cup for 
a steady couple of hours.

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At last year’s Michigan Cup, a wicked storm forced 
the cancellation of the awards ceremony entirely, but 
High Times was determined that this year, no matter 
what the weather, the show must go on! 

The simple truth is that Michigan’s enthusiasm 
for the Cup—and its gratitude at seeing the event in 
the state—has warmed our hearts considerably. The 
community, the media, and even the local politicians 
have welcomed the Cannabis Cup and recognize 
what it represents: new commerce, new jobs and, 
most of all, the will of the people in action. The High 
Times crew wanted to honor this community in 
real time. So, in the midst of a summer shower, the 
Cannabis Cups were announced over the stadium 
loudspeakers and distributed to the winners. 

The prize winners in the various categories for 
flowers were dominated by Michigan growers, 
although Zkittles of 3rd Gen Family (from Mendocino 
County, CA) did grab the Cup for Best Indica. But West 
Coast extractors dominated the concentrate catego¬ 
ries, with Greenwolf Oregon and Moxie Seeds picking 
up multiple awards and also sharing the win for Best 
Hybrid Concentrate and the third-place medal for 
Best Sativa Concentrate. 

This year’s Cup was nearly three times the size 
of our first event at the Speedway. With more space 
promised for next year and, no doubt, more sup¬ 
port for cannabis statewide, as well as legalization 
initiatives slated for the November ballot, the 2016 
Michigan Cup might just be instrumental in tipping 
the scales in my home state. ^

110 a.m., Jason Beck opens the doors of AHHS 
(Alternative Herbal Health Services) in West Hol- 
lywood. It’s Monday, and business will be slow—at 
I . least until 2, when patrons start to replenish their 
medication for the coming week. 

AHHS is the oldest dispensary in California south of San 
Francisco still in operation. Jason actually set up shop in the 
City by the Bay, but after a request by West Hollywood City 
Councilman John Duran, a gay-rights activist and medical 
marijuana proponent, to consider opening the first dispensary 
in Southern California, Jason transplanted AHHS’s operations 
there. Since 2004, it’s been a vital part of West Hollywood—a 
municipality that, in 1996, approved Proposition 215, the state’s 


landmark medical marijuana initiative, with 82 percent of the 
voters in favor, even higher than San Francisco’s 78 percent 
margin of support. 

Dr. Dina, Jason’s partner in running the dispensary, rolls in 
shortly after he arrives. Her Monday has started badly—with a 
fender-bender—and she’s none too pleased with the attitude of 
her counterpart in the accident, which she describes as obsti¬ 
nate and “whiny.” 

Dr. Dina was given her moniker by no less a luminary than 
Snoop Dogg, after helping him to secure a medical marijuana 
recommendation. But she’s not an MD or a PhD; she’s an 
LA pot star and industry professional made famous by her 
assistance to celebs seeking to use cannabis legally for medical

reasons. Some call her a “canna-lebrity.” 

“Lame!” she snaps. 

One thing about Dr. Dina—she’ll tell 
you how she feels about things. She’s 
been a medical marijuana consultant 
since 2003, almost as long as Jason’s 
been in the business. (His own legitimacy 
commenced, he quips, when “I turned 
my pager into a storefront.”) 

When Jason moved AHHS to West 
Hollywood, Dr. Dina was curious—actu¬ 
ally, more than curious: “Who did this 
dude think he was, moving into my 
territory?” she remembers asking herself 
facetiously. 

But when the two finally met, she was 
pleasantly surprised by Jason’s lack of 
guile and genuine concern for those in 
need. It’s a concern rooted in his own 
personal experience: Jason has dealt 
with cerebral palsy his entire life and

walks with a slight limp. 

“I had my last seizure in 1999,” he 
explains, “on a day when I didn’t medi¬ 
cate because I was in so much pain. I’m 
always worried about what might hap¬ 
pen again if I don’t medicate.” 

Jason and Dr. Dina have since become 
a formidable team. Jason has close ties 
to the political community; the walls 
of his office at AHHS are decorated 
with photographs of him with various 
officials—including close acquaintance 
Gavin Newsom, the current lieutenant 
governor, who’s running for California’s 
top job in 2016. 

Dr. Dina, meanwhile, is the local star, 
a “medical marijuana consultant” to 
Hollywood and the host of Cannabis 
Confidential, a popular web radio show. 

She was also the inspiration for Nancy 
Botwin, the lead character in the long- 
running Showtime series Weeds. Not 
that Dina ever sold pot, but prior to her 
involvement with AHHS, she shepherded 
hundreds, if not thousands, of patients 
seeking legal status by running scores of 
informal “clinics,” which enabled them to 
see doctors who would provide medical 
cannabis recommendations. 

AHHS was named “Best Marijuana 
Dispensary” by LA Weekly in 2013. 
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Located in a busy shopping district, it’s 
been approved for onsite commercial 
growing, and its growrooms produce 
award-winning crops. The AHHS Brand 
OG won the Cannabis Cup for Best 
Indica Concentrate at the High Times 
NorCal Medical Cannabis Cup last June, 
and its XJ-13 Lemonhead grabbed a 
second-place award for Best Concentrate 
in Sonoma County the year before. 

“We run all AHHS Brand OG here,” 
Jason says, “typically about 400 plants at 
one time. We yield one to 1.5 pounds per 
light. When we have a gas line installed, 
we expect to bump it up to two pounds 
per light, because our C0 2 burner will 
operate correctly. In the meantime, we 
use propane tanks—but one tank doesn’t 
last a full day cycle in the room, so it’s not 
quite maximized yet.” 

AHHS’s lighting consists of 18 
1,000-watt switchable Galaxy ballasts 


with 1,000-watt Hortilux high-pressure 
sodium (HPS) bulbs. When the dispen¬ 
sary gets its power upgrade, they’ll go 
from a 200-amp breaker to a full 600- 
amp breaker. At that point, they hope to 
install up to five more of the same. “We 
don’t air-cool our lights,” Jason says. “We 
prefer open lights and use Adjust-a-Wing 
hoods currently.” 

The plants are top-fed and hand- 
watered as needed. Botanicare provides 
the grow medium and most of the 
nutrient line for AHHS. The plants are 
first transplanted into 1-gallon pots, and 
they’ll go ah the way up to 7-gallon pots 
by the time they reach the flowering 
room. Along the two shelving units in the 
veg/clone room, 12 Sun Blaze lights from 
Sun System, outfitted with eight 54-watt 
T5 bulbs, nurture the babies. A Biowave 
Mini Growth Booster and a 600-watt 
light from MTL Technology keep the 


mothers healthy and strong. 

Patients shop for their medicine in a 
cozily furnished purchasing area stocked 
with a full range of cannabis products, as 
well as a vending machine in the corner 
for patients on the move who already 
know what they like. 

To be sure, West Hollywood is one of 
America’s most liberal cities, but Jason 
and Dr. Dina don’t allow their 11 years of 
success with AHHS to make them com¬ 
placent. “We stay connected politically,” 
Jason says. “We keep an open dialogue 
with our government. They know our 
intentions, and we know the hurdles they 
face. It’s a matter of working together.” 

Twenty minutes to the east—or 
however the Los Angeles traffic treats 
you—the business day for Greenwolf LA 
is getting under way. Its story is a bit dif¬ 
ferent from AHHS’s tale. Greenwolf has 
been in business for less than 18 months, 
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Control Ordinance, or ICO. They weren’t 
subject to closure following the passage 
of Measure D, a 2013 city ordinance that 
limited the total number of dispensaries 
in LA to 135.) 

Greenwolf went to court and defended 
itself successfully, arguing that although 
it came into existence after the 2007 con¬ 
trol ordinance was passed, it had taken 
over a legal pre-ICO collective’s business 
in 2014 and therefore now had the same 
standing. The case bolstered its legal 
status—and its popularity. 

In its brief lifespan, Greenwolf LA has 
won more High Times Cannabis Cup 
awards at US events than any other can- 
nabusiness—well over 20, if you count 
the awards for shared vendor booths. In 
fact, at the first two Cups of 2015, in San 
Bernardino and Denver, Greenwolf shared 
honors in 12 different cannabis categories! 

Liz is the general manager of Green¬ 
wolf, which is located in the LA sub¬ 
urb of Atwater Village, ensconced in a 
professional medical office building with 
a hidden parking lot. “It makes getting 
medicine a private affair,” Liz says. 

Greenwolf also sits on the edge of 
Burbank and Glendale, two cities that 
prohibit dispensaries; naturally, patients 
from both places flock here. 


but it’s already been widely praised as 
one of LA’s finest shops. 

However, the Los Angeles city govern¬ 
ment has handled the emerging cannabis 
industry ham-handedly and has never 
been able to develop a clear policy for 
regulating the dispensaries. As a result, 
the dispensaries have been under fire 
here since 2010, and in the past two 
years, City Attorney Mike Feuer has 


closed over 500 shops (although industry 
observers say that more than 600 have 
opened in their place). 

Even Greenwolf, a legal pre-ICO 
cannabis collective, was subject to a 
temporary shutdown last year, following 
an unwarranted raid by an overzealous 
member of local law enforcement. (Pre- 
ICO collectives are those registered with 
the city according to the 2007 Interim 
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The shop is currently taking over addi¬ 
tional space. The Greenwolf customer area 
is an airy, casual, open space outfitted with 
light wood floors, glass showcases and well- 
stocked refrigerators. But the office needs 
more breathing room, since it operates at a 
frenetic pace, handling patient transactions 
and interacting with the myriad vendors 
who partner with Greenwolf and have 
helped it realize its achievements. 

“It’s the art of collaboration,” Liz explains. 

“We try to partner up with the very best 
growers, the best concentrate producers 
and, of course, access the very best genetics.” 

She describes Greenwolf’s focus on “the 
best” as mirroring Barneys, the luxury 
department store, which offers high-end 
items to discerning shoppers. The dispensary 
boasts an array of Cup-winning products and 
more than 10 different OG varieties, and its 
edibles menu is huge. 

Greenwolf was also recognized by Inc. 
magazine for its eye-catching logo, a snarling 
green wolf’s head—among the eight chosen 
as the best in the legal cannabis industry. It’s the 
perfect vehicle for Greenwolf to expand its brand. 

“We’re already engaged in consulting projects and working 
on franchising, “ Liz says. “We’ll help set up grows and extrac¬ 
tion equipment, teach new owners about shrinkage and shorting 
losses. There are a lot of nuances to running a successful dispen¬ 
sary. But just give it time. You’ll see our brand everywhere.”

And as Greenwolf’s success has amply demonstrated, time is 
on their side.

Because she’s very forgiving, Flubber is a great strain for 
beginner growers, tolerating environmental fluctuations and 
staying fibrous and stout, which means there’s no staking or 
trellising required. Extract artists will appreciate her essential-oil 
production—perfect for concentrating the resins into hash.

Insomniacs, rejoice! BC Bud 
Depot have developed a strain 
that soothes aches and pains 
as well as facilitates sleeping 
peacefully throughout the night. 
The resinous Night Nurse grows 
into dense nuggets with a first- 
impression scent of pastry (think 
cookies or cupcakes). Grind them 
up and a second, more subtle 
aroma of licorice and sandal¬ 
wood appears. 

With a relatively short flower¬ 
ing time and an abundant yield 
when the roots are given room to 
breathe, Night Nurse is a grow¬ 
er’s dream to cultivate.

D on’t you just hate yourself? 

The dishes are piled in the sink. The dog needs to 
go out. The trash is piling up. The laundry has to go in 
the dryer. All because you smoke too much pot. 

You’re late with the rent... They might turn off the 
lights... Comcast keeps calling (Fuck Comcast!)... And now there’s dog 
shit on the floor. 

All the bad things happen to good people because they’re stoned. 
Everyone knows that. You get high and your world comes undone. 

Say goodbye to your money. Say goodbye to your time. You’re way too 
distracted. You’re far too unfocused. You eat too many cookies. 

All because you smoke too much pot. 

And don’t get me started on dabs. 
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Whenever something goes wrong 
in my life, I can always blame the pot. 
Sometimes I suspect that these small 
failures and too-many undones are the 
natural distance between my good inten¬ 
tions and my poor performance; more 
often, I simply tell myself that I smoke 
too much weed. As if doing these last 
few bong hits has anything to do with 
the fact that the dog just shit on the 
floor! There’s a constant mewling voice 
in the front of my head that I’ve learned 
to happily ignore, and I’m not alone in

that selective perspective. Over the years, 
I’ve realized that many of my fellow 
potheads feel the exact same way. We are 
self-loathing stoners and, truthfully, we 
are far more amused (and amusing) than 
tortured. 

The litter box needs cleaning. The 
grass needs mowing. The walk needs 
shoveling, and you’re doing dabs. 

Don’t you just hate yourself? 

Not every pothead is a self-loathing 
stoner, just like not every Catholic is 
ridden with guilt. I’m sure there are 
squadrons of self-conhdent tokers who 
know they do nothing wrong—never 
have and never will—and never question 
that basic premise, either. If you’re one of 
those people, you are blessed. But there’s 
a large gang of bud folk who also know 
they’ve done nothing wrong—never have 
and never will—but nevertheless must 
contend with a nagging little whisper 
that rises like smoke from the prefron¬ 
tal cortex, where all the guilt grows, to 
always annoyingly insist that the cat 
litter needs changing. The floor needs a 
sweep. The library wants the books back 
that you didn’t mean to keep. 

You’re always late, you procrastinate, 
you do not pay attention... And remem¬ 
ber later when I say this again: You don’t 
have much retention. 

You forget to remember but remember 
you forgot, then you forget the whole 
thing ’cause you smoke too much pot. 

The self-loathing stoner is a too-com- 
mon phenomena that exists for far too 
many reasons—not just because the floor 
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obviously needs washing and the lawn 
obviously needs mowing while you’re 
obviously watching the Star Trek Next 
Gen marathon... again. It exists because 
everyone around you is telling you: You 
smoke too much weed! 

Your parents. Your teachers. Your wife. 
Your husband. Your boyfriend. Your girl¬ 
friend. Your uncle. Your aunt. Your doctor. 
Your lawyer. The police and the govern¬ 
ment. They all know what’s best for you. 

Maybe you should put the bong down! 


Maybe you’re getting too high! 

Maybe you should slow down! 

Maybe—just maybe—you should stop 
smoking pot! 

Okay. That’s not going to happen. 

I’ve had this nagging little voice in the 
front of my head for a very long time, 
and I’ve paid it no attention—but once, 
about five years ago, I listened to it and 
didn’t smoke pot for two and a half years. 

I was loath to leave my beloved marijuana 
behind, but I thought it was for the best 
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and, searching for the silver lining, I 
looked forward to putting my house in 
order, literally and figuratively, when I 
was finally past the distraction of weed. 

Two and a half years later, just before 
I went back to the bud with a vengeance, 
someone asked me how I felt. 

“Bored,” I said without hesitation. 
“Very bored”—before noting wryly that 
after 30 months of flying straight as an 
arrow, the dishes are still dirty, the dog 
still shits on the floor, the trash still 
climbs to the ceiling, and the laundry 
still needs to magically float to the dryer. 
I still have no money; I still have no 
time. I cut down on cookies (but I count 
that as a loss). 

So what did I learn from not smoking 
pot for two and a half years? I learned 
that pot doesn’t make me lazy. I am lazy. 
In fact, I have a talent for lazy. 

Don’t you just hate yourself? 

Because, left to our own devices, we 
might very well decide that we smoke 
just enough weed—not too much, not too 
little, just enough! But they won’t leave 
it alone. Clean the bathroom! Go to the 
store! Where’s the car keys? Wash the 
floor! Jeez! Hell is just other people. 

Or the government. Hell is the govern¬ 
ment telling you what’s best, and they’ve

proved that proposition for over 80 years 
by promoting as truths ludicrous lies like 
marijuana is addictive, drives you crazy, 
makes you lazy and grows breasts on 
teenage boys. The sheer volume of will¬ 
ful mendacity that has been aggregated 
over more than fourscore years of Drug 
War nonsense is matched only by the 
unchecked arrogance with which the lies 
were always presented. They not only said 
we were wrong; they said we were bad 
and put us in jail. 

It’s gotten better lately, but it’s far 
from over. More than 700,000 Americans 
were arrested for marijuana last year. 
When I started at High Times almost 
two decades ago, about 35 percent of 
the American public favored marijuana 
legalization. Now, through unrelenting 
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incremental reform, we’ve gained about 
a point a year, until approximately 53 
percent of Americans currently believe 
that marijuana should be legalized. 

Despite these gains, our enemies 
abide. Presidential hopeful Chris Chris¬ 
tie, governor of New Jersey, said recently 
that marijuana smokers are “diseased” 
and that, if elected, he would have them 
“treated by armed federal agents.” The 
self-loathing stoner is pushed and pulled 
and squeezed out of provocative state¬ 
ments like that, which is only the latest 
in a litany of ongoing lies. 

The simple truth is there’s nothing 
wrong with smoking marijuana—noth¬ 
ing!—and the little voice in the front of 
your head tells you bald-faced lies. Just 
like the government. Don’t listen to it, 
and don’t listen to them. Blaze with 
abandon, my friends, and understand 
that you are part of a larger narrative 
and, indeed, that you are the hero of that 
story and on the right side of history. 

And to the small-minded minority of cre¬ 
tins like Governor Christie—who would 
continue the failed American war on 
marijuana, who would continue to push 
and pull and squeeze and lie—I have one 
final question, seriously:

World-renowned cultivation expert Jorge Cervantes lays out the details on drying 
and curing, including the best ways to maintain the fragrance, flavor and potency of 
your buds, in this excerpt from his new book, The Cannabis Encyclopedia. 


Read It and Reap: An Overview 

A bountiful harvest of consistent, 
disease- and pest-free cannabis is the 
reward for your financial investment and 
hours of work and worry in the garden. 
Strong, healthy, well-grown clones and 
seedlings yield the heaviest harvests. 

A well-organized harvest will cut your 
workload, and a basic knowledge of 
what’s happening in the cannabis plant 
will help you to preserve its medicinal 
qualities during and after harvest. 

Cannabinoid levels increase as plants 
approach peak ripeness. Proper timing is 
essential to achieving the desired canna¬ 
binoid levels. Indoors, the peak harvest 
window is normally open for about five 
to seven days, but not all flower buds are 
ripe at the same time. Some gardeners 


harvest their crops early—after 45 to 50 
days of flowering, and before the buds 
reach peak maturity. The vast major¬ 
ity of gardeners, however, harvest their 
gardens at peak maturity. Cannabinoid 
profiles, especially THC content, are 
highest at this time. 

The bulk of cannabinoids, including 
THC, are found in resin glands that cover 
the flowers and leaves; lesser amounts 
are present on stem surfaces and in the 
interior cells of the plant. Stems and roots 
may smell like they have cannabinoids, 
but they actually contain much lower 
levels of the desirable ones. Male plants 
contain much lower quantities and levels 
of cannabinoids than do female plants, 
and so they are normally harvested before 
they can pollinate the females. 


Unpollinated female plants (sinsemi- 
11a, or “without seeds”) have the greatest 
amount of resin glands and cannabi¬ 
noids, and are harvested when resin 
glands show peak ripeness. After harvest, 
leaves and flower buds are separated, 
manicured, dried and cured. 

Growth stops at harvest, and there¬ 
after the THC content cannot increase. 
Some plant processes will continue 
until the plants run out of energy stores. 
Overall cannabinoid levels are fixed, but 
change with harvest from inactive can¬ 
nabinoids to active ones or back again. 

Drying removes about 75% of the 
water weight found in foliage. Dry¬ 
ing concentrates the cannabinoids in 
relation to the plants’ overall weight. 

The actual cannabinoid content of the 
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resin glands will remain the same or 
decrease after harvest. Proper handling 
is key to retaining cannabinoid potency. 
Prolonged periods of light, temperatures 
above 80°F (26.7°C), friction from exces¬ 
sive handling, and damp, humid condi¬ 
tions should all be avoided, because they 
degrade resin glands and cannabinoids. 

Washing the branches of harvested 
flower buds in a mild solution of H 2 0 2 
(hydrogen peroxide) has become a popu¬ 
lar technique. We wash vegetables before 
consuming them, and cannabis is no 
different. A gentle bath of H 2 0 2 removes 
surface bacteria, mold, dirt, dead pests 
and their feces, and other bad stuff. Such 
a bath also creates free radicals. 

An H 2 0 2 free-radical drench changes 
anything composed of carbon, just like 
using ozone in a garden space or curing 
room. Washing treated buds with plenty 
of fresh water is essential. No studies 
have been done to determine the poten¬ 
tial for damage to the carbon chains in 
cannabis after an H 2 0 9 bath. 

Avoid excessive damage to resin 
glands by manicuring fresh flower buds 
immediately after harvest. Manicure the 
harvested plants when the foliage is still 
supple, by hand or using a trimming 
machine, to remove the outer, less-potent 
foliage from flower buds. Once mani¬ 
cured, flower buds are dried slowly to 
equalize their moisture content, preserve 
cannabinoids and remove chlorophyll. 

After drying, flower buds must be 
cured to achieve full aroma and flavor. 

Too often, beautiful buds are dried too 
quickly or in an area with too much heat 
and thus are not cured properly. Han¬ 
dling cannabis too roughly may rupture 
the resin glands and degrade resin and 
terpenes. Flower buds maltreated in 
this way lose their bouquet. As the resin 
glands degrade, their cannabinoid content 
decreases. Also, poorly and quickly dried 
cannabis still contains various amounts of 
chlorophyll, starches, nitrates, etc. 

Once the cannabis is cured, proper 
storage will ensure that it retains all of 
its essential qualities. 

Before Harvest 

Do not water your plants for one or two 
days before harvest. The soil should be 
fairly dry, but not so dry that the plants 
wilt. This will decrease the drying time 
by a day or more and will not affect the 
quality of the cannabinoids and terpenes. 

The fragrance of flowering cannabis 
is often pungent before, during and after 
harvest. If the air in and around the dry¬ 
ing and manicuring rooms is stagnant,

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odors will linger and accumulate. To 
help control fragrance, keep the drying 
and manicuring rooms well ventilated. 

If possible, allow plenty of fresh circulat¬ 
ing air to pass through the drying room 
to remove fragrances quickly, and keep 
temperatures below 70°F (21.1°C) to 
minimize aroma. 

Loss of Fragrance 

“Terpenes, or terpenoids, are the com¬ 
pounds in cannabis that give the plant 
its unique fragrance. THC and the other 
cannabinoids have no odor, so mari¬ 
juana’s compelling fragrance depends 
on which terpenes predominate. It’s the 
combination of terpenoids and THC 
that endows each strain with a specific 
psychoactive flavor.” 

—Martin A. Lee, “Talking Terpenes,” 
High Times 

The aroma, taste and, ultimately, 
effects of smoked cannabis depend upon 
the mix of terpenes and cannabinoids 
in the plant. Often, cannabinoids and ter¬ 
penes volatize and are destroyed during 
flowering, harvest and storage as a result 
of high temperatures and maltreat¬ 
ment. The absence of these compounds 
diminishes bouquet and taste. It can also 
change the overall effect of the cannabis 
when consumed. 

Cannabis plants lose their fragrance 
for a combination of reasons, all of which 
involve the destruction of terpenes or 
the creation of a poor environment for 
terpene development. During flower¬ 
ing, plants that are subjected to heavy 
weather—including wind, rain, and hot 
sunlight or artificial light—are often less 
fragrant. Outdoor plants also accumu¬ 
late surface dust, bacteria and other bad 
stuff. When allowed to remain on the 
plant, these pollutants can smell and 
may possibly speed cannabinoid and 
terpene degradation. Ironically, however, 
poorly ventilated indoor environments 
are often more polluted than the great 
outdoors. Such pollutants can also play a 
role in diminishing fragrance. 

Terpenes and cannabinoids evaporate 
into the air under a wide range of tem¬ 
peratures. As temperatures climb, more 
and more terpenes evaporate into the air. 
Terpenes can be destroyed by high temps, 
humid weather, wind, rain, and rough or 
excessive handling. Also, terpenoids may 
not have a chance to develop properly 
in plants that grow under the stressful 
conditions caused by climate, poor care, 
or attacks by pests and diseases. 

As stated earlier, cannabis can lose its 
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fragrance when it dries too hot and too 
fast. Fast drying doesn’t allow enough 
time for chlorophyll and other pollutants 
to dissipate, and these may remain in 
the foliage. The lingering traces of these 
undesirable elements can impart detect¬ 
able odors and tastes when the cannabis 
is consumed. 

When poorly dried or allowed to stay 
too wet (as if in a compost pile), cannabis 
starts the process of anaerobic decompo¬ 
sition. This process causes the cannabis 
to smell like wet hay and, in extreme 
cases, to have an ammonia-like odor. 

Plants can also harbor powdery 
mildew or other diseases within their 
tissue. Powdery mildew is impossible 
to detect without laboratory analysis. 
Such diseases weaken the plants and can 
also play a part in the deterioration of 
fragrance. 

Genetically, some plants appear to be 
predisposed to have less aroma and to 
lose fragrance over time. In combina¬ 
tion with climatic conditions, genetics 
could play a role in minimizing cannabis 
fragrance. 

The use of negative-ion or ozone gen¬ 
erators has little impact on the fragrance 
of growing cannabis. Ozone genera¬ 
tors, used to control odors, introduce 


ozone (O ) into an enclosed area. The 
0 3 converts to 0 9 (oxygen) within a few 
minutes. A free radical of O floating next 
to 0 2 becomes stable when they combine 
to form 0 9 . However this O molecule can 
attach to any carbon it finds and strip it 
away. Much of the 0 3 is converted to 0 2 
in the air, but the laws of equilibrium 
and diffusion also apply. If used, ozone 


generators should be located outside 
of any occupied drying or manicuring 
rooms. 

The fragrance of cannabis can also be 
controlled through the use of carbon fil¬ 
ters, and by sealing the drying and mani¬ 
curing rooms. Set up a fan and carbon 
filter in the room to remove fragrances 
before venting the air out. 
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Leaching soil 
will washout 
any fertilizer 
salts that have 
accumulated 
in the medium. 


Feeding and Flushing 

Avoid the taste of chemical and organic 
fertilizers in harvested buds by leaching 
the growing medium with plain water 
or a clearing solution to remove any 
residues that have built up in the soil 
or plant foliage. Five to six days before 
harvest, leach the medium with clean tap 
water or reverse-osmosis (RO) water. Use 
a clearing solution such as Final Flush to 
remove any built-up nutrients in the soil. 

Leaching heavily will wash out any 
fertilizer salts that have accumulated in 
the soil, allowing plants to use up the

balance of the nutrients in their system 
before harvest. 

Some indoor gardeners fertilize with 
a liquid salt-based fertilizer until two or 
three days before harvest, and then use 
a clearing solution to remove fertilizer 
residues. They say this practice helps 
the plants retain weight in their flower 
buds. But it doesn’t make the buds grow 
any faster, and fertilizer residues are still 
present in plant tissue. The tradeoff here 


is that the fertilizer adds weight at the 
expense of medicinal quality. 

Apply the leaching solution accord¬ 
ing to the directions on the packaging. 
Always let at least 10 percent of the 
solution (preferably more) drain out the 
bottom of containers. If you’re using a 
recirculating hydroponic system, change 
the water after the first four to six days 
of application. Continue to top off the 
reservoir with clean, fresh water. 
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How to tell when fertilizers 
are affecting taste: 

1. Leaf tips and margins are burned. 

2. Leaves are brittle at harvest. 

3. Flower buds smell like chemicals. 

4. Buds crackle when burning. 

5. Buds taste like fertilizer. 

Fungus Amongus? 

Inspect your plants at night with a green 
or UVB light. Powdery mildew and insect 
feces and trails will be visible; they actu¬ 
ally leap out at you, almost as if you were 
reading the eye chart in an optometrist’s 
office. Carefully remove all signs of pow¬ 
dery mildew before it can enter the plant 
tissue. Spray fungus with an organic 
fungistat before removing affected plant 
parts to ensure that the disease does not 
contaminate the rest of the crop. This 
method works only when there is very 
little mildew. 

Harvesting Leaves 

Once the large leaves on a plant are 
fully formed, cannabinoid potency has 
generally peaked. Potency increases from 
the bottom of the plant upward. Old, 
large bottom leaves are not as cannabi- 
noid-potent as younger, smaller leaves 
toward the top of the plant. The most 


cannabinoid-potent part of the plant dur¬ 
ing much of the growth stage is found at 
the tips of branches, in the small leaves 
and well-formed shoots. 

When harvesting, cut the entire leaf, 
including the stem (petiole), and toss it 
into a bag; if left on the plant, the petiole 
shrivels and may attract fungus. Paper 
bags are best for this purpose, since they 
breathe well and can be closed by folding 
over the top. Plastic bags do not breathe 
and often “sweat” inside, so the top of 
the bag must be left open. 

Keep the paper bag in a closet or 
area with 40% to 60% humidity and a 


temperature of 60°F to 70°F (15.6°C to 
21.1°C). Reach into the bag once or twice 
a day and stir the leaves by hand. Leaves 
should be dry to the touch in five to 
seven days. Once dry, place small, resin¬ 
ous leaves in the freezer so that the resin 
glands will readily separate from foliage. 
Large leaves carry fewer cannabinoids 
and are most useful in making tinctures, 
food preparations and drinks. ^

What initially inspired you and Sam Raimi to make a horror 
comedy? That wasn’t something that had really been done 
before. 

In 1979, we were just out of high school and had to fig¬ 
ure out what the hell we were going to do with our lives. 

We had only done comedies before in our independent lit¬ 
tle Super-8 movies, but we were concerned that if we actu¬ 
ally got money from investors to make a movie, we should 
probably pick a genre that’s more of a staple, that you 
can do cheap. Horror movies were always something you 
could do inexpensively—you didn’t have to have big movie 
stars in them, or fancy cars or clothes or anything like 
that. Texas Chainsaw Massacre had nobody that you knew 
starring in it, and Jamie Lee Curtis wasn’t really anybody 
when they did Halloween. So that’s why we wound up with 
horror—but we were all massive fans of the Three Stooges, 
so we brought those comedic sensibilities into it. 

What made you guys choose to do a cable series rather than 
another film? 

Creative freedom—basically, we wanted to be left alone. 
We’ve not always had good experiences with motion-pic¬ 
ture studios. With the first Evil Dead, there was no “direc¬ 
tor’s cut”: There’s only one cut to that movie, because there g 
was no studio—it was financed by doctors and dentists £ 
in Detroit. So it was unrestricted and unrated, and it was § 
actually banned in a couple of countries. § 
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Evil Dead 2 also had no rat¬ 
ing. But then, when we did 
Army of Darkness, we were 
contractually obligated to 
deliver an R-rated movie, so 
it was severely re-edited. We 
wanted to get back to those 
Evil Dead 2 days, where we 
had enough money and free¬ 
dom to do what we wanted. As 
someone in the arts, I want to 
be able to say anything I want 
to say, do whatever I want 
to do, and show whatever I 
want to show. Starz provided 
an atmosphere where there 
aren’t any content restrictions, 
and that’s the world that we 
want to play in. We had mul¬ 
tiple suitors for this project, 
but they were the only ones 
that said, “You guys go do your 
thing and we’ll back you.” So I 
guess you could say the Starz 
have aligned on this project. 

I read awhile back that you 
guys were planning an Army 
of Darkness 2. Does this show 
take the place of that? Where 
does it fit into the Evil Dead 
universe? 

It’s in Michigan, current 
day, so it’s definitely not Army 
of Darkness 2. It’s probably 
more similar to Evil Dead 
2, but it has elements of all 
three movies. The original 
Evil Dead was made in the 
’70s—it’s like a hokey melo¬ 
drama. Evil Dead 2 was made 
in the ’80s and is a little more 
slapstick. Army was made in 
the ’90s, and is more of a Ray 
Harryhausen adventure movie 
with carnage and mayhem. 
This series will have elements 
of all of them, but we’re not 
giving away too much. 

We’ll never give up the 
option to make more movies, 
but Sam makes these big Hol¬ 
lywood movies now, and you 
don’t want to make a really 
expensive Evil Dead movie—it 
just wouldn’t feel right. Doing 
it as a TV show feels right so 
far. So I don’t think this show 
is going to settle into any par¬ 
ticular universe—we’re put¬ 
ting the entire universe back 
in the audience’s lap, and we 
hope they enjoy it. 


How has Ash changed in the 
years since we’ve last seen 
him? 

The last time we left Ash, 
he was trying to avoid respon¬ 
sibility, so nothing has really 
changed. [Laughs] He’s mid¬ 
dle-aged, crabby and even less 
qualified to do the job now. 
He’d rather just be hanging 
at the bar late at night tell¬ 
ing chicks lies about how he 
lost his hand. Ash was never a 
conventional hero—he’s even 
one step beyond a reluctant 
hero. This is not a guy who 
wants to be saving the world; 
it’s not in his DNA. Greatness 
is thrust directly in his face 
at his own cause and his own 
peril. But now, perhaps older 
and wiser, he can be a leader 
to his team. 

Oh, so you have sidekicks now? 

Yeah... because it’s a series, 
you have to expand Ash’s 
world, expand the story, so 
he’s developed this band 
of merry adventurers that 


will go out and try to defeat 
the evil. There’s Kelly and 
Pablo, who are former fel¬ 
low employees at his Value 
Stop store, and that’s our core 
team. Then Jill Marie Jones 
is going to play a Michigan 
police officer who gets sort of 
swept into this, and the great 
Lucy Lawless is coming in to 
play a very mysterious charac¬ 
ter named Ruby. 

Technology has come a long 
way since Army-will there be 
more CGI incorporated into the 
new series, or are the effects 
still mostly traditional? 

Not much of it is digital 
so far, so I think it’s going to 
have a slightly old-school feel 
to it. It’ll feel real. The movies 
have always had every kind of 
effect, and the series is going 
to be the same—from minia¬ 
tures to stop-motion to digi¬ 
tal to just old-school-monster 
creature makeup and blood 
pumping through tubes... 
we’ve actually pumped a 
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“Everyone talks 
about freedom... 
Well you know 
what? Part of that 
is the freedom 
to grow some¬ 
thing out of the 
ground that God 
has given to the 
world. “ 

whole lot of blood. There will 
be no shortage of blood flow, I 
can attest personally. 

Let’s turn our attention from 
blood to bud. In the beginning 
of your autobiography, you 
wrote that when you were 
growing up, you were a bit of a 
fearless kid. How old were you 
when you first smoked pot? 

My first experience was 
actually on film in the orig¬ 
inal Evil Dead. I smoked it 
for the very first time in the 
scene where the kids are 
passing a joint around. We 
thought, “Hey—they did it in 
Easy Rider” so we figured, 
“Let’s do it!” And it just went 
from there. 

Wow-that’s awesome. And you 
still smoke? 

Well, let me say this: I live 
in Oregon, and I’ve been a 
proud medical cardholder for 
probably about 10 years. I was 
very early in the program. 

And I have to say, it’s very 
nice to be part of a state that 
treats you like an adult. 

As a US citizen, I just want 
to be treated as an adult. 
Everyone talks about free¬ 
dom: “I gotta be free, don’t 
take my freedom away.” Well, 
you know what? Part of that 
is the freedom to grow some¬ 
thing out of the ground that 
God has given to the world. 
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“Marijuana is unquestionably 
part of my creative process. 

It’s a creative enhancement, 
because it opens up my 
thinking to more ridiculous or 
outrageous possibilities.” 
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Are you saying you grow 
your own plants? 

Yeah—I’m allowed to 
have six adult plants. One 
time, the sheriff’s helicop¬ 
ter came over my prop¬ 
erty and hovered directly 
above my crop, but then it 
turned and backed away 
and nobody ever came by, 
because I was a law-abid¬ 
ing citizen. That was a 
very refreshing moment, 
because in the ’70s, you 
felt like a criminal if you 
smoked weed. 

So you’re definitely 
pro-legalization. 

It’s about fucking time! 
I’m glad to see that the 
laws are coming around, 
state by state. Eventu¬ 
ally, people are going to 
get it that you can smoke 
an entire bushel of weed 
overnight—fistfuls of it— 
and you wake up in the 
morning and things will 
be a little fuzzy, and the 
cookies will be gone, but 
that’s it! I mean, really— 
you try to OD on weed! 
Whereas a college kid 
could drink himself to 
death in two hours. To 
death! Alcohol is a poison 
... and that’s legal ? You 
gotta be kidding me. 

I’m so glad that peo¬ 
ple are finally getting off 
their high horse about 
this. I hate when they 
say, “He was on drugs.” I 
don’t even consider [mar¬ 
ijuana] a drug. This isn’t 
something created in 
a scientist’s lab; this is 
something that grew from 
the earth. I have nothing 
in my medicine cabinet- 
no pharmaceuticals what¬ 
soever. Marijuana is my 
only medicine. Whenever 
I’ve had a drug talk with 
my kids, I’ve said, “You 
see that little pill? You run 
from that little pill. See 
this thing that grows out 
of the ground? If you do 
that, I don’t give a crap— 

I have no problem with 
that. If it has a needle, if 


it’s a strange liquid... you 
don’t know where that 
came from. But if you 
drop a seed in the ground 
and this thing grows, you 
know exactly where that 
came from.” 

So it’s nice to finally 
get things adjusted in a 
more adult, realistic way. 
They want to tax it? I say, 
“Go for it”—tax the hell 
out of it, make it a sin tax 
just like alcohol and ciga¬ 
rettes. Once states get that 
money flowing through 
their veins and the federal 
government gets some of 
that money, they’ll never 
give it back. 

Is there a specific type or 
strain you like? 


Weed is like wine- 
some wines are sweet, 
some are earthy, some 
Scotch is like this, some 
vodka is like that... it’s 
the same with marijuana. 
Me, I’m a sativa guy, not 
an indica guy. I don’t need 
to melt into the couch— 
I’ve got shit to do. Peo¬ 
ple have this image that 
if you’re a stoner, you’re a 
slacker, right? Well, I work 
12 hours a day, so I got 
your slacker right here! 
And then I can go back to 
work not hung over. But 
I don’t do it while I’m at 
work, because it inter¬ 
feres with my concentra¬ 
tion. I have to be able to 
understand the rhythms 
that are happening right 
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in front of me; I 
can’t have an artifice 
put on top of it. But 
yeah, sativa—Ym not 
a zombie-weed kind 
of guy. 

Naturally-you spend 
your career fighting 
zombies, so you cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t want 
to turn into one. 

Exactly. I don’t 
need to be a zom¬ 
bie—I’ve seen 
enough of them. 

Did you and Raimi 
use cannabis for 
inspiration while 
working on the films? 

I can’t speak 
about anybody else, 
but for me mari¬ 
juana is unquestio¬ 
nably part of the 
creative process. It’s a cre¬ 
ative enhancement, because 
it opens up my thinking to 
more ridiculous or outra¬ 
geous possibilities. I’ll give 
you an example: I directed 
a silly comedy a few years 
ago, My Name Is Bruce, that 
was a parody of the con¬ 
cept “What if Bruce Camp¬ 
bell got kidnapped by a 
fan?” And one night, I was 
trying to prep for this big 
sequence where all these 
things happen at the same 
time: The truck shows up 
and this happens and this 
pulls up and then the guy 
comes here, and Bruce is 
running around all over the 
place... and it seemed like it 
would take a million shots 
to execute. So after work, I 
sat down and rolled myself 
one, and by the end of that 
smoke, I had devised a way 
to do it faster and more effi¬ 
ciently. When I smoked, my 
thoughts became more unin¬ 
hibited and unlimited, and 
I thought, “Why couldn’t 
you just do the whole god¬ 
damned thing in one shot?” 
So we wound up doing it on 
a steady cam as a 360-degree 
shot done twice around— 
like a 720—and it actually 


worked out perfectly. Now, 

I suppose I could’ve come 
up with that shot not being 
stoned, but I don’t think I’d 
be that bold otherwise. 

Finally, of Ash’s many cool 
one-liners and catchphrases, 
“Groovy” is undeniably his 
most iconic. What made you 
choose that old counterculture 
colloquialism? 

That was Sam’s line. The 
idea was, he wanted Ash to 
say something so not cool 
that it was cool. So in 1986, 
that was the Reagan era- 
no one really said “groovy.” 
And it still works with mid¬ 
dle-aged Ash saying it in the 
show—now he’s old enough 
that he actually would say 
“groovy.” 

Do you ever use it when you’re 
not in character? 

Yeah... I wind up texting it 
a lot. Someone will say, “I’ll 
pick you up at three,” and I 
could just text “OK” or what¬ 
ever, but usually I’ll just text 
“groovy.”

Industry Standards 

The urgent need for regulation. By Jen Bernstein 
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Standards 
would apply to 
every element 
of the cannabis 
industry. 


Across-the-board pricing could be ideal 


T he rise of any new industry is 

both a blessing and a curse. Hav¬ 
ing the ability to create the rules 
and regulations that help shape, define 
and lead new business is exciting and 
rewarding work. The curse, perhaps, 
can be seen as a challenge: How do we 
start legit cannabusinesses, let alone see 
the birth of an entirely new economy 
from scratch? Especially when cannabis 
is inherently misunderstood and comes 
stigmatized as a once underground, 
illegal and unregulated business? 

As states continue to support full- 
on legalization of cannabis, the urgency 
to develop across-the-board standards 
for businesses operating in the cannabis 
space is glaringly apparent. 

In fact, it’s essential that we develop, 
and even over-emphasize marijuana rules 
and regulations to keep not only canna¬ 
businesses safe, but consumers as well. 

This past July, attorney generals, pub¬ 
lic officials, state representatives and 
business owners met in Hawaii to start 
work on a cannabis industry “Code of 
Responsible Practices.” The idea hinged 
on setting standards, protocols and to 
help provide oversight for both new and 
developed weed businesses. 


Not only to add legitimacy to our 
cause, but also to strengthen the value of 
our brands, cannabusinesses and overall 
industry, I’m offering this call to action 
as potential steps to take as the cannabis 
industry moves forward: 

ELECT A GOVERNING BODY: A board 
compromised of growers, ganjapreneurs, 
consumers, lawyers and activists should 
be elected from a group of peers and act 
as a self-regulating and governing body. 

LEARN TO SELF-POLICE: We don’t have 
to look much further than the FDA to 
know that when big government agen¬ 
cies step in they don’t represent the best 
interest or even have the manpower to 
enforce regulations. Part of having a 
self-regulating body would be an over¬ 
sight committee to ensure best prac¬ 
tices. Autonomy is a privilege. Let’s learn 
to govern ourselves before mandates are 
dictated by someone else. 

ENFORCE TRANSPARENT STANDARDS: 

Once the governing board is in place the 
real fun begins. A standard set of rules 
and regulations, ones that are easily 
understood—and therefore adhered to—is 


essential to the cannabis industry as new 
states adapt to legalization or adopt a 
medical bill. These rules and regulations 
should apply to each facet of the mari¬ 
juana industry and provide across-the- 
board standards. 

IMPLEMENT A CANNABUSINESS CODE 
OF CONDUCT: No doubt the canna¬ 
bis industry is already being carefully 
watched, so it’s imperative to create good 
business practices from the beginning 
and continue to lead by example. 

OBSERVE AND EXPAND: Look to exist¬ 
ing industries and learn from their experi¬ 
ence. Which are self-policing? Do we take 
a page out of the pharmaceutical, farm¬ 
ing, or medical industry? Do we choose 
to follow Colorado’s lead, furthering their 
progress by expanding and adapting their 
rules and regulations? Once set, these 
guidelines should be universally accepted 
and help newly legalized states transition 
seamlessly. Then go international. 

UNIFY: Strength in numbers signifies pro¬ 
fessionalism. Uniformity helps all, espe¬ 
cially as cannabusiness expands into 
other states. ^

subject Going Hydro 
FROM: Kyle G. 

^Heya, Danko! 

How’s itgoin’, 
man? Just thought 
I would ask: Is 
there anything 
(like maybe a 
couple tips) that 
I could get from 
an experienced 
grower such 
as yourself on 
hydroponics? 


Dear Kyle, 

Think of hydroponics 
as driving a racecar and 
growing in soil as cruis¬ 
ing at normal speed: 
Everything must be abso¬ 
lutely dialed in for hydro- 
ponically grown plants 
to thrive, whereas soil is 
far more forgiving, par¬ 
ticularly for someone just 
starting out. 

The important factors 
for hydro growing are in 
your reservoir. Here, your 
nutrient solution must 
be monitored for tem¬ 
perature and plant-food 
levels as well as pH. It’s 
also vital to oxygenate 
the solution constantly 
with an air pump and 
air stones to provide the 
roots with plenty of 0 2 . 

There are several dif¬ 
ferent styles of hydro¬ 
ponic growing, and I can’t 
get into them all here. But 
stay tuned for our Febru¬ 
ary 2016 “Hydro Report” 
for more detailed descrip¬ 
tions as well as reviews 
of a variety of new hydro 
products on the market.

subject Green Screen 
from Kind Ray 

keep hearing about “screen of green,” but 
I can’t really figure out what it means, and 
there’s lots of conflicting info online. What 
exactly is it, and how can I use it to increase 
my yields? 

Dear Ray, 

“Screen of green” (also known as “ScrOG” 
for short) is a trellis-based training 
method that maximizes harvests by uti¬ 
lizing all of the available canopy space. A 
screen made from string, nylon netting 
or metal chicken wire is secured hori¬ 
zontally above plant level. As your plants 
grow and reach the height of the trel¬ 
lis, you physically guide and tuck their 
individual shoots and branches into 


the empty spaces in the screen. As your 
plants approach the flowering stage, 
most if not all of the holes will become 
filled with shoots that then develop into 
flowers. 

Keep in mind that in order to use 
ScrOG properly, you’ll need to increase 
your vegetative time to fill out the screen. 
The extra few weeks of vegging will 
result in larger harvests, but you must 
factor that additional time into your 
growing schedule. 

Many ScrOG growers remove the 
branches below the canopy in order to 
stimulate more growth up top. Because 
the buds fill out so closely together, air 
circulation is very important at the can¬ 
opy level to avoid mold and stagnant 
growth. ScrOG-style growing is also a 
great way to tame stretchy, longer-flow¬ 
ering, satam-dominant strains. 


subject Side Lighting 
from Panacea420 


I have a question about something I’ve 
been struggling with. What would be the 
better option: supplementing my closet 
grow with some side lighting, or remov¬ 
ing the lower branches from my plants? 

I’m not a big fan of removing anything 
other than suckers and big fan leaves that 
suppress light penetration, so I would like 
to add LED bars on every side to give the 
lower branches more light. What are your 
thoughts? 

Dear Panacea420, 

I highly recommend adding side light¬ 
ing over removing the lower branches. 
This will increase your yield significantly, 
with fairly low costs and only minimal 
heat added. If you choose not to add 
side lighting, then removing some of the 
lower branches will send more energy 
to the upper ones, but lighting the lower 
branches is the better option, in my 
opinion. 


subject Flower Time 
from: Harry M. 

How long does it usually take to see colas 
form after the 12-hours-on/12-hours-off 
light cycle has begun? 

Dear Harry, 

You should see tiny flowers form within 
one to two weeks of switching your light 
cycle from vegetative to flowering. Some 
longer-flowering sativas can take up to 
three weeks or even a month to start 
forming flowers, but most of the hybrids 
available today will show buds earlier. 
Baby female flowers look like little puff¬ 
balls with white hairs pointing up; males 
look like tiny clumps of bananas point¬ 
ing down. 


subject Strange Color 

from Purple Hazed in Michigan 

I recently moved to a medical marijuana 
state (gotta love it!), and I’ve been trying 
like hell to become a producer of high- 
quality medicine. I recently harvested my 
second crop, and it was full of very sticky 
buds-however, there is still lots of room 
for improvement. 
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Danko Tip: Never allow a male plant's flowers to fully 
mature near female plants, or it will seed your entire crop. 
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and stems 
can indicate 
a phosphorus 
deficiency. 


I think my biggest problem is purple: I have a recurring prob¬ 
lem where first the leaf stems turn purple, and then purple stripes 
appear on the main stems. On one plant, all of the stems turned 
dark purple, so I threw it away. However, most of the plants have 
stripes here and there, grow well, and recently produced very smok- 
able sticky buds. 

So what the hell am I doing wrong? Am I feeding them too much? 

I regularly monitor my ppm and pH levels, keeping my EC at 1.6 
during veg and my pH around 6.5.1 grow in Pro-Mix and flush every 
three to four weeks. I use T-5s for the vegetative stage and grow in 
a basement. 

Also, I just started a new grow (with different fresh seeds), and 
within two weeks I have signs of these purple stripes on my main 
stems again. Is this purple coloring a disease or fungus, or is this just 
from improper care? 

Dear Hazed, 

I believe what you have is a phosphorus deficiency. When plants 
lack phosphorus, purpling or reddening of the leaves and stems 
can occur. The signs usually begin on the lower leaves and 
branches and slowly work their way up the plant. 

Bear in mind that some plants naturally turn red or purple 
due to their genetics, but if you keep having this problem with 
many different strains, it’s likely not due to genes. Overwatering 
and cold temperatures can also exacerbate the problem, so make 
sure these aren’t an issue before you try adding more nutes. 

Phosphorus is the “P” in “NPK” (nitrogen, phosphorus, potas¬ 
sium), meaning it’s a major nutrient needed by cannabis plants 
to thrive. Most fertilizers made for the flowering stage contain 
plenty of phosphorus, and sometimes growers will mistake a pH 
imbalance for a deficiency. However, it sounds like you check the 
pH often, so in your case I think it’s truly a lack of phosphorus. 

In order to treat this deficiency, you need to add nutrients 
heavy in phosphorus. Organic forms of these include worm 
castings, bat guano, bone and blood meal, and crab shells, 
among others. If you’re using a bottled solution, be sure it’s one jjj 
in which the NPK ratio shows a high level of P. (Most “bloom” 1

phosphorous.) You should see the problem clear up within a | 
week or so, with new growth looking lush and green. 8 
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Danko Tip : Dolomitic lime works great as a 
pH buffer in soil-based mediums. 

subject Pruning Auto-flowers 
FROM: Nick 

^H’m growing auto-flowers due to limited time in the space I’m in. 

Are there any training methods that can be used to increase the 
quality of the yield? Or would you recommend letting them grow 
completely uninterrupted? 

Dear Nick, 

I do not recommend training or pruning with auto-flowering 
plants. Because their vegetative stage is so short, there’s no ben¬ 
efit to cutting them, and the plants don’t have enough time to 
recover from pruning before going into flowering, which means 
the final yield is negatively affected. 

I also don’t advise pruning regular non-auto-flowering plants 
in the two to three weeks before flowering is induced for this 
very reason. With autos, however, you have no choice in when 
they flower, since they’ll do so at a certain height regardless of 
the photoperiod. 


subject Compost Builder 
FROM: AleksK. 

I’m very interested in making my own compost and finding a good 
natural fertilizer for my first grow. I want to be as natural as possible. 
I was thinking of things like calcium from eggshells, potassium from 
bananas, etc. Am I on the right track? Should I try this? What do you 
think? 

Dear Aleks, 

Composting is a great way to reuse kitchen scraps and yard 
waste while also providing mild nutrients to your plants. You 
can purchase a composting bin or make your own compost 
pile very easily. The important thing to remember is the proper 
ratio of carbon to nitrogen (or browns to greens) for the com¬ 
posting process to occur. Most organic gardeners recommend 
about 30 to 1 of carbon to nitrogen (not by volume but by chem¬ 
ical composition) to get the pile to heat up and decay properly. 

Examples of carbons (or browns) are dead leaves, straw and 
hay, while nitrogens (or greens) consist of grass clippings, food 
scraps (excluding meat and oily scraps), coffee grounds and sea¬ 
weed (rinsed of salt). Build your pile by starting with a base 
of carbons, then add layers of nitrogens between the carbon 
layers. 

Once built, your pile should start heating up, and you’ll be 
amazed by the microbial activity. (You may even see steam ris¬ 
ing from the pile.) Turn it every couple of days with a pitch- 
fork to mix, and depending on how active your pile gets, you 
should have finished compost in a few months. 

You can then use the cured compost as a mulch on top of 
your existing soil around the base of your plants, or you can 
brew it into compost tea using a simple 5-gallon bucket. To 
make the tea, steep the compost inside a bag that will allow 
the water to permeate it without letting the compost out of 
the bag. (Panty hose or a burlap sack works nicely for this.) 
Oxygenate your solution for 24 hours to activate and acceler¬ 
ate the growth of microbes, and then pour the tea directly on 
your plants or use it as a foliar feed. ^

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Closed-Loop Extraction: The Advantages 

How to extract safely and sanely. By Harry Resin 
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S olvent-processed cannabis extracts 

are here to stay—along with the 
dangers that go with making 
them. However, we can all breathe a 
little easier these days with the adoption 
of the closed-loop extraction system by 
most concentrate producers. This type 
of system has already been in use for 
decades in scientific labs and by the vari¬ 
ous industries that need essential oils for 
things like perfume, beauty products and 
food additives. 

Indeed, closed-loop extraction is the 
norm in industries where compounds 
and essential oils play an important 
role in product manufacturing. In these 
industries, carefully crafted regulations 
and standards have been put in place 
to ensure that any lab performing such 
extractions is safe and in compliance 
with the industry’s best practices. 

This has started to become the norm 
in the cannabis industry as well. Today, 
closed-loop extraction is providing a safer 
(and much saner) way of creating extracts 
for the industry, offering an alternative 
to the riskier methods of open blasting. 
Companies like BHOgart in California and 
Terpp Extractors in Colorado have become 
industry leaders in this regard—and states 
like Colorado require a license in order to 
open an extraction lab. 

The biggest benefit of closed-loop 
extraction is that it offers a method of 
working with flammable (and explosive) 
materials with equipment that has no 
openings for the solvents to escape or 
leak through. This is especially important 
when working with pressurized liquids 
that become gaseous in the absence of 
pressure. Closed-loop systems deliver two 
important benefits for extract artists: first, 
allowing them to reuse their chemical sol¬ 
vents, which means less waste and more 
money saved; and, second, significantly 
reducing the risk of explosion, because 
the system is extremely well-sealed. 

How It Works 

A closed-loop extraction system can seem 
daunting at first when you look at all of 
the components. Bear in mind that it’s a

professional setup and requires a basic 
understanding of things like maintaining 
pressure and operating control valves. In 
general, a closed-loop system is made up 
of a large tank and attached tube, which 
is where the confined “blasting” occurs; a 
recovery tank; a recovery pump; a refrig¬ 
erant pump; and a refrigerant scale to 
measure the weight of the recovery tank. 

Finally, when making BHO, you will 
also need an oven and a pump, which 
are used in combination with each other, 
creating a vacuum oven. This “cleans¬ 
ing” system ensures that your product 
is purged of any residual solvents. 
However, for our purposes here, we will 
discuss only the extraction and not the 
purging process. 

Here’s a quick thumbnail sketch of how 
the system works: Ground-up cannabis 
material is packed into the extraction 
tube—but not too tightly, since that will 
decrease potential yields. (It is also recom¬ 
mended that you use fresh-frozen buds 
or just-harvested plants, as they contain 
the most terpenes.) A tank of pressurized 
solvent is then attached to the tube, using 
a series of lock-down clamps and valves to 
ensure that the solvent stays under pres¬ 
sure throughout the process. 

As the liquid solvent passes over 
the compacted cannabis material, the 


trichomes—or resin glands, which cover 
the buds and contain most of the plant’s 
cannabinoids—are stripped away and 
deposited in the basin of the extrac¬ 
tor. The residual solvents are collected 
separately in the recovery tank and can 
be stored for later use. 

Even though the closed-loop technique 
is safer, it’s still important to have tre¬ 
mendous respect for the system and the 
process, since any small faults (such as a 
blown gasket) can mean big trouble. For 
this reason, frequent and regular safety 
checks on your equipment are a must. It 
is also important to set up your blasting 
facility like a true lab, meaning proper 
ventilation and fire-safety controls. 


The Top Five Safety Tips 
for Making Extractions 

Never open-blast! This process is extremely 
wasteful and dangerous to boot. Always use 
a closed-loop extraction system to recover 
and reuse your solvent. 

Always have adequate ventilation. Never 
extract indoors unless you’re in a lab that 
meets all state and local laws, including fire 
codes. Following these regulations creates a 
safe working environment for yourself and 
your employees. 

Never smoke! Butane and propane are 
odorless, invisible gasses that are heavier 
than air. They sink to the ground, pool up 
and do not easily dissipate. You never know 
if flammable gas is still lingering around. 

Don’t skimp on safety precautions. 

Remove all ignition sources from your 
extraction area. Use a butane detector to 
help warn you of any leaks, as well as an 
explosion-proof fan with static-resistant 
ducting for additional ventilation. 

Know your source. It’s important to know 
where your solvent and cannabis material 
came from, since contaminates in either 
may be concentrated in the extract. Start 
with fresh, organic plant material whenever 
possible, and be sure to filter and distill your 
solvent in the extractor before running your 
material. This will help in removing most 
contaminates.

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Fed Up With the Feds 

The conflicts between state and federal cannabis laws 
are increasingly unsustainable.

A s with the failed nationwide ban 
on alcohol during the Prohibi¬ 
tion era, federal pot prohibition 
is coming to an end because of bottom- 
up policy reforms. 

The conflicts between state and fed¬ 
eral cannabis laws are becoming clearer all 
the time. For example, in July, the IRS and, 
later, the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled against the proprietors of the Vapor 
Room, a medical cannabis dispensary in 
San Francisco, for taking the standard 
deductions associated with running a busi¬ 
ness-inventory, rent, salaries, uniforms, 
etc.—on their federal tax forms, just as mil¬ 
lions of other businesses do every year. 

Why did the Vapor Room lose its case, 
despite having a valid operating license 
and being run in strict compliance with 
state and local laws, as per the Justice 
Department’s decision to allow canna¬ 
bis commerce in states that have legalized 
marijuana products? 

Simple: The federal government, 
including the courts, maintains prohibi¬ 
tion at the federal level; thus, there can 
be “no tax deductions for illegal, ongo¬ 
ing criminal enterprises involved in the 
production or sale of the drug.” But this 
shortsighted ruling will have an impact 
far beyond this single case, given that 
there are some 4,000 state-legal cannabis- 
related businesses currently operating in 
the United States.

Or take Washington State, where mari¬ 
juana has been legal for the last two years. 
A number of residents and businesses 
reside on the islands of beautiful Puget 
Sound and rely on an extensive ferry sys¬ 
tem to transport them and their goods 
to more populated areas. The state gov¬ 
ernment, in its efforts to support canna¬ 
bis commerce in some of the more remote 
areas of Washington, approved regulations 
that allow marijuana products, parapher¬ 
nalia and cultivation equipment to travel 
unfettered on the state’s ferry system. 

Makes sense, right? Not so fast: In 
the United States, all public transporta¬ 
tion involving waterways falls under the 


jurisdiction of the US Coast Guard—the 
same federal service that racks up huge 
seizures of cannabis products on the 
oceans annually. When the regional head 
of the Coast Guard was asked by a Seattle 
newspaper reporter if his division would 
enforce the longstanding federal contra¬ 
band laws against transporting marijuana 
on Puget Sound, he proceeded to duck the 
question: “We’ll enforce federal law. But 
we don’t seek to disrupt local commerce.” 

One final example: A recent decision by 
the Colorado Supreme Court upheld the 
Dish Network’s right to fire an employee- 
quadriplegic medical cannabis patient 
Brandon Coats—after he tested positive 
for pot use. Why? The majority ruling 
was predicated on the fact that canna¬ 
bis remains illegal at the federal level. So, 
even in a state where adult recreational 
cannabis use is now legal, a company can 
still fire its workers—including a quadri¬ 
plegic employee with an outstanding work 
record—simply because they use medical 
marijuana when they’re not on the job. 

States will continue to serve as the van¬ 
guard of cannabis-law reform—which 
means that the conflict between state and 
federal law will become increasingly, and 
unsustainably, pronounced. But make no 
mistake: At some point, Uncle Sam will 
finally cry “uncle!”, bringing to an end the 
misguided and destructive era of federal 
cannabis prohibition,
